At his instance, and by permission of the 
military authorities in command at Baltimore, 
I sett to the Past Grand Sire copies of the 
journal of the last two sessions, and gave him, 
in so far as the limits prescribed for such cor- 
respondence would permit, a general view of 
the condition of the Order.

Railroad Speed. — Many fatal accidents 
occur on railways by persons attempting to 
drive across tbem when a train is approach- 
ing. The danger lies in mU'calculating the 
rate at which a car moves when under full 
headway, which is said to be about seventy- 
four feet, or nearly twice its ownlengt.h in a 
second: 

At this velocity, the locomotive driving 
"wheel, six leet in diameter, makes four revo- 
lutions in a second, the piston rod thus travers- 
ing the cylinder eight times. If a hor3e and 
cart should approach and cross a track at the 
rapid rate of six miles an baur, an express 
train approaching a*, the mo r.eot wou'd mive 
toward it two hundred and fifty-seven feet 
■While it was in the act of crossing; if the 
horse moved no faster than a walk, the train 
-would move towards it more than five hun- 
dred feet, which facta account for the many 
accidents at such points. When the locomo- 
tive whi6tle is opened at the post eighty roJs 
ftw. tbe crossing, the train will advance near 
Ce hundred feet before the sound of the whit- 
tle traverses the distance to and is heard at 
-the crossing.

PaOTSST OF THE COX.STITI'TIONAL GOVERN- 
MENT op Mexico. — The Minister of War of the 
Constitutional Guvcrnmeut of Mexico, also 
the permanent deputations of the Congress of 
the nation ( representing that body during the 
recess), have addressed the governments of 
friendly powers, in a formal protest against the 
monarchy imposed upon them by Louis Na- 
poleon. We extract the following: 

The Emperor of the Trench, violating the 
most sacred and important of the restrictions 
wilh which civilization has tempered the right 
of war, bos declared it against Mexico, and is 
making it solely on account of a miserable 
debt, whose payment has been offered to him, 
and for certain other causes equally destitute 
i f consistency and of justice, such as the re- 
clamation of Jecker, which has no existence 
except at his hands, the mere enunciation of 
which causes has filled the world with aston- 
i-hment. 

Hostilities have been opened without wait- 
ing for the refusal of such satisfaction as might 
wiib jusiice be demanded of us, and oniy once 
have his agents treated of negotiations, and 
that was to infringe and to prove fa'.su to the 
stipulatitns of Soledad, exchanging thereby 
tbe unhealthy positions of their forces for 
others more salubrious and more advanced. 
The Emperor and his agents have not sought 
to obtfcin reparation throu?h peace, nor have 
they made war upon Mexico to obtain it. 
Their true design, well known even before the 
government of France bad lifted the veil with 
which it was covered — the design which for a 
1 jrg time had been openly spoken of and dis- 
cussed by ibe politicians and the journals of 
Europe — was to overthrow republican institu- 
tions in Mexico, to destroy its government, 
end to raise a throne for the Prince Maximil- 
ian of Austria. 

It is for this reason that the agents of the 
Kmpeior have declared that th»y would never 
treat with the President, which is equivalent 
to saying that peace should never he made; 
for the President, not having obtained his po- 
sition through force or fraud, as have so ma- 
ry ambitions men, in ancient and modern 
times, but by the free vote of his fellow citi- 
zers, tan neither reject the confidence which 
they have bestowed upoa him, by violating 
bis most sacred duties and obligations and 
abandoning bis post in the day of peril for tha 
republic, nor can they consent that the chief 
magistrate charged by them, with the func- 
tions of government and with tbeduty of rep- 
resenting its sovereignty airoa-1 should be re- 
moved tTom prower to please a foreign enemy, 
even if that should be the 9ole condition re- 
quired for tbe re-establishment of those friend- 
ly relatiocs which have been interrupted. 

As all of the events of a political character 
which have occurred in the city of Mexico 
have taken place and are sustained solely by 
the direction of General Forey, and as from 
the very nature of these events it is not pos- 
sible to ascribe tbem to any other origin or 
support, it follows that France, by means of 
force, is intervening to the extent of her 
power in the administration and government 
of Mexico, and has therefore again inaugu- 
rated that unhappy era which it had been the 
glory of tbe nineleenth century to have ter- 
minated; for war will be full of iniquity and 
of interminable disasters to the nations when 
the power of one over the others shall have 
no longer the restraints of international right. 

The French Government, in the blindness 
of its ambitious designs, has forgotten that 
this pretended right of intervention was once 
applied to Fra&ce, although to the present im- 
perial family this memory should be indelible. 

If national sovereijfcty is the bash upon 
which rests the rights of mankind, it is easy 
to see bow great, and profound, how alarra- 
iog for all the States of the globe, is this out- 
rnge which is being done to Mexico by the 
Kmperor Napoleon III. 

The undersigned will now descend to refer 
to the acts wh-ch the General of the invading 
army and its adherents have had the coldness 
to present as sufficient titles to attribute to 
tbeir mock government a character of true 
nationality. They »s : ert that the place whore 
tbe empire wa» proclaimed has the virtue of 
legalizing that act both within and without 
the republic. 

General Forey, after having occupied the 
city of Mexico, announced that the military 
question was terminated, and that they had 
now to decide the political question. But the 
truth is that the military question is scarcely 
cemmenced, and that the political question is 
very far from having been opened, much less 
closed, by tbe election of a monarch in that 
city. The city of Mexico is without doubt a 
very important place for us; but it by no 
menDS bas the importance and influence which 
iu seme other countries is exercised by the 
capita'. The Mexican people made war-up- 
rn Spain with vigor and with success, not- 
wi'hstending the city of Mexico remained up 
to the last moment submissive to the colonial 
government- and later, when the reactionary 
party held the same city, with many others, 
it was enly at the end of a three years' war 
that they could be driven out of all by the 
irrt sislible uprising of the nation. 

Tbe consciousnes* of right, and the deter- 
mination to sacrifice everything in tbe defence 
of our liberties, are sentiments diffused 
throughout the utmost bcunds of the repub'ie, 
and one or many ci:ies lost cannot weaken 
our resolution, as it will not diminish the 
just'ee of cur cause or lessen the immense 
vi lte of the ob jects we are defending. 

It is in vain lhat they folk of a protended 
rip lit upon whic.h they seek to found the ap- 
pointment of the" Notables. In truth, even 
if a custom by which necessity or abuse has 
established among us certain governments, 
merely provisional, could be applicable at the 
time when there was a government obeyed 
and tespected throughout all tbe land, and 
even admitting a comparison between these 
governments and that permanent one which 
tie new Notables imagined they could create, 
it would still be evident that sue a a custom, 
whether good or bad, has not been nor can it 
ever be accepted in the contingency of bi'ing 
invoked and used by the general of the for- 
eign army, an invader of thecountry. 

Tbe organic law of Mexico, however, does 
fjol exist in abolished customs, but in the law- 
ful constitution of the country, framed by its 
legitimate "representatives aud sustained and 
defended by the will and by the blood of the 
Mexican people. Her sovereignty, the same 
as that of ali the nations, has for its basis tbe 
right of Mexico to manage freely and alone 
her own government. And what species of 
public right is that which commences by de- 
priving erf the equality of citizens the Iudians, 
. bo foim the majority of tbe nation. 

I'. bas been even said that the intervention 
has in its favor the wishes of a majority of the 
Mexicans; but the demonstrations of joy ex- 
torted by the police in the city of Mexico, and 
at other points which the enemy holds in his 
power, uion which alone this assertion is 
based, offer any appearance rather than that 
of a spontaneous and universal adhesion. Nor 
can the undersigned do more than refer to the 
o'her boasted proof of sympathy for tbe inter- 
vention taken from the numbers present at a 
ball given in Mexico by the officers of the 
French army. Treason, which bas declared 
itself in Mexico, is, without doubt, a horrible 
crime; but it is not peculiar to the Mexican 
people, as is proved by history, and very es- 
pecially by that of France; and neither here 
more than there does it justify, in any rnai- 
ner, the invasion of a State and the annihila- 
tion of itB sovereignty. 

It also e.ppears very clear to the undersigned 
that to constantly repeat, as the French gov- 
ernment and its agents have repeated, that 
they only desire to make us happy, is not to 
advance in the ligbtof those sound principles, 
which certainly cannot be abolished by a 
phrase which any ambitious government can 
ate, and, in fact, which has been used with 
eager readiness in the most iniquitous wars. 
Nor can it seriously be maintained that any 
one can by force be obliged to receive a bene- 
fit. 

In one word, Mr. Minister, the intervention 
which the Emperor of the French is exercising 
in this country involves not only an immeas- 
urable outrage to Mexico, but a menace 
against all other nations, while, with refer- 
ence to tbe reality of events it has in fact only 
reached the point of being a humiliation im- 
posed by tbe Freneh army upon the few towns 
which nave fallen in their power, and remains 
a pure phantasy for the immense majority of 
tie republic. 

Tbe republic has not forgotten tbe heroism 
of its sens who, without other aid than their 
own efforts, achieved its independence and 
gave it the right to inscribe its name upon the 
honored catalogue of free nations. The de- 
fence of Puebla de Zaragoza is demonstrating 
to the world that our race has not degener- 
ated, although the contrary was said when 
they were preparing against us this most un- 
just war. 

We shall preserve our institutions in all 
their force, and the spirit of the nation will 
rise more and more wilh the passage of each 
day, and become more determined in its op- 
position and inextinguishable in its hatred 
against tbe enemies of its repose and the de- 
stroyers of its rights. 

Tbe men who have violated in the most fla- 
grat manner the law of nations, in contriving 
pretexts for t'uis war, in tbe employment of 
tbeir means of hostilities, and in setting forth 
with falsehoods its ends, concealing the truth, 
and wbicb ends are in-all points unjustifiable; 
the men who have conspired to rob the conn- 
try cf its sovereignty, and tooverthrow its free 
institutions; the men who have caused our sol- 
diers to be murdered when prisoners and drop- 
ping with fatigue, and have forced them to 
bard labor in deadly climates, or to take arms 
in their ranks to tight against the cause of 
their country; the men who have stripped 
frt m the faithful servants of the government 
of tbe nation their property; those who have 
caused the assassination of the commander of 
an escort guarding a foreign consul j the men 



who have thought to degrade the majority of 
our fellow-citizens, declaring them pariahs in 
tbe land of their birth, which has been en- 
lit bed by the blood their fathers shed in 
achieving its independence, and by their own 
ehed in the long struggle to establish it free; 
tbe men, in fine, who have re-established tbe 
odious and abolished punishment of the lash, 
even for feeble women — these men never can 
have tbe love, never will receive even the tol- 
erance, of the Mexican people, who refused to 
accept as their Emperor even their liberator 
himself. • 

The undersigned persuades himself that 
these facts and these considerations will be 
sufficient to lead the government of your ex- 
cellency to approve the protest wbicb the gov- 
ernment of Mexico makes, by mean3 of this 
rote, against whatever arrangement, treaty, 
or convention in which the so-called regency 
or tbe EtipDosititious emperor of Mexico shall 
have part; and the government of the under- 
signed trusts that the enlightened government 
of ycur excellency will not recognize the said 
regency or empire as the government of Mex- 
ii-o, as it is not, with truth, either in fact or 
of right 

Tbe undersigned avails himself of this oc- 
casion to offer to your excellency the assur- 
ance of bis high consideration.

The protest of the deputation is written in 
a similar spirit, and has the signatures of 
fourteen members, including that of Frances- 
co Zarco, President. It closes as follows: 

The Permanent Deputation, in the name of 
the Congress of the I'nion, and as the ftitbful 
interpreters of tbe national sentiment, so en- 
ergetically and universally manifested, be- 
lieves that it fulfils a moat solemn obligation 
in reproducing, as by these presents it does re- 
produce, all the declarations and protests be- 
fore made by the sovereign Congress itself, 
by the Executive, and by the other legitimate 
and loyal authorities of the country, declarA- 
tions which disavow and declare null and of 
no effect, as against the sovereignty of the 
Mexican people, and without force or legal 
value, all acts done, or which may be doae, 
by virtue of the power or under the influence 
of the foreign invader; and it de -lares that in 
the constitutional orbit of its functions, re- 
maining always at the side of the govern- 
ment which the nation, in the exercise of its 
sovereign will, manifested in conformity with 
its organic law, bas freely established, until the 
next session of the National Assembly shall 
take place, it will co-operate with all the en- 
ergy and self-devotion inspired by patriotism 
in repelling force by force, and in using every 
means to disconcert and defeat the machina- 
tions of treason and of conquest, in order to 
rr.aintain secure the independence, the sover- 
eignty, the laws and the perfect freedom of 
the republic. 

Gold Watch Presentation. — Dr. W. A. 
Gordon, Snrgeon in charge of General IIov 
pital No. 15, of this city, was on Thursday 
last the recipient of a beautiful gold watch, 
presented by the inmates of tho hospital. The 
inside of the case bore the following inscrip- 
tion : " In memoriam. Presented by the 
inmates of General Hospital No. 15, Louis- 
ville, Ky., to Maj. W. A. Gordon, Surgeon in 
charge, for his untiring energies for their re- 
lief and comfort." The steward tendered the 
beautiful gift with appropriate remarks, to 
which the doctor responded as follows : 

Fellow Soldiers: I must acknowledge 
tbat this surprise is complete, and this beauti- 
ful present is so entirely unexpected that I am 
at a loss really to know how to express to you 
my sincere thanks. 

This memento seems to be a timely one, that 
places me in possession of a regulator which 
will systematize passing time, as well as time 
on passes; thereby governing me in the affairs 
that regulate you. I highly appreciate the 
gift both tor its beauty and value, but more for 
tbe motives which have prompted you in this 
generous expression of your kindness toward 
me. 

The circnmstanccs that have thrown us to- 
gether have grown out of the results incident 
to the trials and hardships of a soldier's life. 

A sentiment iu common for the preservation 
of our once happy and prosperous homes has 
prompted us to leave the most sacred ties o! 
carlh behind, to respond to the calls of our 
common country, to aid in subduing too most 
formidable rebellion in the history of nations. 
Thouch our capacities may differ our interests 
are one, and our dependence upon each other 
mutual. While I have labored to sooth tbe 
f. veted brow, and dress the wounds of the bat- 
tle-field, your good deportment and praise- 
worthy discipline, I feel, has been actuated by 
a spirit of kindness rather than by a response 
to the voict of military law. 

And as our lives are measured out by the 
tickings of this little timepiece, echoed by 
the pulsations within our own bosoms, and as 
truly indicated upon the visage as upon the 
dial plate, let us ever be true to ourselves, 
true to each other, true to our country and our 
God. 

Allow me, gentlemen, to express to you my 
heartfelt thank3 for this, to me, invaluable 
present.

lilt SIXTH KENTUCKY AT CniCAMAXSA, 
LIST OK KILLED AND WOUNDED. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Sept. 21, 1863. 

I write you a few lines to inform you and 
the friends of the sixth Kentucky of the fight 
and casualties uf my company. The general 
li^hl opened on tbe 19th early in the morn- 
ing, and a more desperate and furious one is 
not on record. 

Of the details, I have not time to give. We 
fought Bragg, Johnston, and Longstreet with 
various success duriog the day, and at night 
beld our ground. Of the casualties in oar 
regiment, 158 killed and wouaded. Our Col- 
onel Shackelford wounded in tbe shoulder ; 
Lieutenant-Col. Rockingham, thigh brokeu ; 
Captain McGraw, killed ; Captain Marker, 
killed; and nearly all the officers wounded. 
Of my company, i,B) Lieut. Ehubanks. killed; 
A. Souther, killed; Lieut. J. H. Dawkins, 
wounded slightly in the side; Dudley L. Rey- 
nolfs, wounded alightly in the th.gh; Wm. 
Gonlon, wounded slightly in the band; A. 
Wells, wounded slightly in the seat and hand; 
Joo Hensley, wounded in the armslightlv; 
Brack Magtuder, wounded slightly in the 
shoulder; sergeant U.S. Ford, wounded slight- 
ly in the head; Joe Bennett, wounded sligat- 
ly in the arm; Ben. Head, slightly in the toot; 
a tree fell on Blan. Walden and wounded 
him badly; Albert Hill, wounded severely in 
thetbigh; Wm. Nay, wounded in the hand; 
tergeem R. Pemberton, wounded severely in 
tbe thigh. 

Tbe fight renewed when the old sixth 
Kentucky could muster only ninety-six 
men tor duty. They went into tbe 
fight, fought from behind breastworks 
thrown np temporarily, and did not suffer 
much. Our train and wounded are here, and 
ate being sent across the river. This is a pre- 
e-aulionary measure, not an arknowledgment 
that we are whipped, for we are not, nor will 
we be. Our army is still in the front of the 
en*my, but, it not reinforced, may have to fall 
back on this place. The rebel lo3S is fully as 
stvere as ours. We have taken many prison- 
ers. Not less than three thousand have been 
brought to this place in the last two days. The 
remainder of my company, except those men- 
tioned, are safe, and so say to their frienis. 
All the hospitals in this place are filled, and 
hundreds are not provided for. Tbe wounded 
of company B, except i'emberton, Reynolds, 
and Walden, are sent to Stevenson. I send 
this to giatify our friends. I will send amore 
detailed account soon. R. C. D

The steamer Iowa went down from Colum- 
bus to-day and took oil' a large number of 
horses, and the steamer Champion is now by 
her pumping in water, She bas brought up 
a part of the cabin furniture and deck freight.

Washinoton, Sept. 26. 

The Government received despatches to-day 
of an enlirely eatisfactory character from 
Rosecrans. His new position is entirely safe 
from tbe assaults of tbe enemy, though the 
latter gave every indication of risking an at- 
tack if any chances seemed to be in their fa- 
vor. 

It is telegraphed here that no restriction on 
tbe telegraph lines has resulted in tbe public 
being furnished with the worst possible ac- 
ccunt of the late battle. The facts make out 
no such reverse as bas been generally pub- 
lished. 

The government is understood to be in re- 
ceipt ot information showing thit Burnside's 
forces had marched eo far down tfce valley of 
Eust Tennessee as to mukc a successful esc ipa 
fr m any fiai,k movement from the rebel 
uooff under Jones. 

I-'roui the Rapid Ann to-night all is quiet. 
The rebels remain guarding the fords in con- 
siderable strength, but show nothing of offen- 
sive demonstrations. 

Lee's main forces are known to be near 
Gordonsville, but it is stated tbat only Li well's 
and a part of A. P. Hill's corps are with him. 
If our troops should make an advance, it is 
quite evident the rebels would fail back to- 
ward Richmond till reinforcements reached 
them. 

Buford's cavalry made a reconnoissance as 

far as Orange Court-house, only a few miles 
from Gordonsville, with but little resistance 
from the enemy, and that mo3tiy from Sluarl's 
cavalry.

From her 
peculiar temperament, it would seem tbat 
there are few persons who are more largely 
gifted with the power of keeping themselves 
company. 

Perhaps there is no Southern woman who 
bas gained more notoriety during this war 
than has Belle Boyd.

tection which they have been bo much in 
ne ed of.

Mxasly.—A most unpleasant development- 
has teived to turn tbe stomachs of our Eng- 
lish cousins. The Privy Council has just, re- 
ceived a report from its medical oWcer, Hat. 
Siaions, on matters relating to the public 
health, and among bis statements is one to the 
effec t that there are between 40 000 aud 50,000 
measly pigs in Ireland, most of which to ue to 
Great Britain for consumption and 'tis im- 
pression is that for every measly pig in the 
kingdom there is at least one human being 
with tapeworms These parasites may not di- 
rectly kill, but may favor the development of 
faial disease. 

Nor ie this all. It has also been discovered 
quite recently tbat a microscopbical tbread- 
wcrm, tbe trichina spiralis, brings the muscu- 
lar flesh of swiBe into a state in which a small 
quantity of it eaten raw will suffice to destroy 
life. As regards the possible ill effects frcm 
consuming, in a well cooked state, the flesh of 
animals afflicted with anthrax or carbuncular 
fever, evidence is still imperfect, but it seems 
clear that human life may be endangered by it. 

Yes, more. Professor Gamjree, principal 
and professor of the new vetertnary college 
in Edinburgh, who was directed to make sci- 
entific inquiries in this direction, reports that 
of all the animals in the United Kingdom 
there die annually of diseases about 375,000 
cattle — nearly five per cent of the whole num- 
ber, of the money value of above £4,0 J0,000; 
of 40,000,000 sheep not less than four percent 
of the value of £1,(100,000; and of pigs not 
less than three per oent, ol the value of £k,- 
200,000. He considers that if enzootic disor- 
ders, which depend on pecu'iarties of soil, 
climate, and syateta of culture, were prevent- 
ed, as they migUt be, thousands of acres 
would be worth much more thau they are, 
and tbat attention to this subject would for 
many years to ccme add more to the resour- 
ces cf tbe kingdom than the reclamatVoa of 
land does. 

SiKnrLAR SuPEHsTiTieyi. — In one of the ru- 
ral districts of Massachusetts lives a little, 
weazen-faced-, anxious man, ot remarkable 
lingual developments.

Hon. Geo. II. Teaman : 

You are he.ieby notified that I will enntest 
your right to -a seat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the next Congress of the United 
Suit", as the Representative from the Second 
Congressional District of Kentucky, on the 
following grounds :

Burnride to Gen. Halleck, dated Cincinnati, 
Angust3; 1663, to tbe'eKeet, that the rebel 
foice "came into Kentucky to make a diver- 
sion in favor ot Morgan." 

That large numbers of loyal and legal vo- 
ters in the district went to the polls, claimed 
the privilege of voting, offered to take any 
oath prescribed by the constitution or laws at 
Kei.ttuky, or of the United States, and were 
refusi d by tbe Judges of the election in viola- 
tion of law. 

That not one-half of the legal voters in the 
Second Congressional District cast their vcies, 
and a sufficient number* to bare elected m-> 
were pievcutcd from voting for me through 
miiitarv and illegal interference.

General Sam. Houston, whose death- we 
have announced, was bom in Rockbridge 
•ounty, Virginia. Hb father, an officer in the 
war ci tbe Revolution, died in 1807, learinira 
widow and nine children. Soon aftr-i- Mrs. 
H. and all her children crossed the Alleghany 
Monntains and took jp her residence near the 
Tennea«ee river, the.i. tbe boundary, between 
white men and tbe Cherokee Indians. Sam. 
was soon placed in a country store, but was 
thus employed only a few weeks when h-a ran 
off and sjient se vera! months amc-ng the Cher- 
okee Indians. Wl an eighteen JJtoM of axe he 
enlisted as a p> ivate in the I nrw Sutes ar- 
my, and was -soon made an ecjign. He dis- 
tinguished hi'insel'at the battla of the Horse 
Shoe, under "Gen. Jackson, in 1814, and wa3 
dangerously- wotaded. Atlec peace he was 
made a limtenait, but resigned, and studied 
law in Nashville. He was soon alter elected 
District At' ornoy of Davidson coanty, Ten- 
nessee, and .Mb or-Gejieral ef the State, and 
in 1823 we s sent to Congress. He was re- 
elected in 1825, and chosen Governor in 1821. 
This latter offics, ir. consequence of a domes- 
tic fcftliction, L* r> .-signed in 1829, and a^iin 
made his noire ar jotig the Cherokee Indians, 
with whom h»rwmainod for three years, and 
became exec ti<a, gly popular with them. Sub- 
sequently h> was eleeted a member of tha 
State Convention which met at San Folipede 
Austin in 1 .^33, and after adopting a constitu- 
tion. addres3e«) a memorial to the Governmant 
of Mexico 3er ting forth the reasons why Texas 
should be re* ognized as one of the States of 
the Mexican Confederacy. The distinguished 
part Gen. V cu^toa took ia the war that fol- 
lowed thiSr lovercent is weJl known. He was 
the firs'., P resident of the new Republic ia 
1836, ani'was again elected to the same office 
in 184!:, On the admission of Texas info the 
Union, i', 184D, he was elected to the United, 
Statft.Sjenate, where he served sevwal years, 
and on. his fi ia) return to Texas he was again 
closerx Governor of the State. Tbis office he 
bell ffc aohorttima after the war broke out.

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(say-There is a 'insular lack of particulars in 
Ihe accounts that we receive from the oppos- 
ing 1 armies near Chattanooja, and not a little 
contradiction. Perhaps it i3 best that the op- 
erations in progress upon the Feder.il side 
should not at present be made public, though 
we canBot see that the very extraordinary se- 
crecy which seems to be preserved is likely to 
do any good. There are many intimations and 
some direct assertions in regard to vigorous 
measures in progress for the prompt reinforce- 
ment of Rosecrans, but they may or may not 
be due. We have little doubt that can 
maintain himself for the present in the strong- 
hold of Chattanooga, but, unless much rein- 
forced, we fear it can scarcely be possible for 
him to keep his comm inications open for any 
great length of time, inasmuch aa the most 
powerful exertions will probably be put forth 
by the immense hostile host to cut him off. 

A letter that we have just received from a 
high source at Chattanooga, dated on tho 231 
inst., speaks with confidence. The writer 
says: "It is now I think 3ettleu that Gen. 
Rosxcratis will hold his position in Ch-itta- 
cooga against all the coubined forces of the 
Confederates brought from Charleston, Rich- 
mond, Mobile. k~. Our position is more than 
f quul to all the force they can bring against 
n.Lis army. Three days has enabled (i?n. 
_R.2eWans to make his position immensely 
strong. "Chattanooga has much more practical 
and natural advantages for defence from tlie 
South side than from the North, and, as the 
enemy cannot get in our rear, we are very 
strongly posted. Full confidence and great 
cheerfulness exist among the whole army. 
The enemy were so badly hurt that they have 
not been disposed to press forward.' Our 
correspondent states some other things that 
we had perhaps better not publish. He thinks 
that a vast responsibility rests upon the au- 
thorities at Washington for not having sent 
more troops to the rear of the brave Army of 
lb* Cumberland when they must have known, 
if they tcok pains to know any thing, that Bragg 
was receiving reinforcements from points that 
they could have literally swept with a com- 
mou spy-glass. Some accounts say that por- 
tions of the Army of the Cumberland faltered 
and failed in the fight, but we are not prepared 
to credit any such injurious reprcsentatipns, 
for the general facts that have come to ban 1 
seem to show that the bravery and prowess ex- 
hibited by our noble army against fearful odds 
were unsurpassed by anything seen in this 
war or ever exhibited in any war. We be- 
lieve that our army did a vast deal of fighting 
that Napoleon and his Marshals would have 
gased at with enthusiastic admiration. 

Alihough Gen. Lee, at tha head of the 
Army of the Potomac, is beyond doubt very 
greatly weakened by the sending of troops to 
Bragg, we confess that we are not expecting 
w ith any degree of confidence the achieve- 
ment of successes by Gen. Meade in that quar- 
ter. We said three weeks ago, that, if the 
rtbels should choose to reinforce Bragg from 
the Army of Virginia, they could probably do 
so without the least danger, because Lee, in 
case of on advance on the part of Meade, cauld 
at once fall back behind the stupendous fortifi- 
cations at Richmond and remain there until 
his reinforcements to Bragg should have time 
to return. 

•jsgr»"Mr. Shanks, the correspondent of 
the Herald," left the field in front of Chatta- 
nooga on Sunday evening, the 20tb inst., and 
in due course of time reached this city. When 
here he attempted to promulgate his version 
of the fight; bnt it was so full of glaring in- 
acv uracies, manifest falsehoods, and vindictive 
misrepresentations, that he was not allowed 
to 6end it over the wires. He accordingly 
started fcr Cincinnati, and there published his 
report, which the telegraphic agents, with 
characteristic kindness, seat back to us. This 
v.'orrespondent Shanks has long been known 
in Ibis city, where his chronic habit of fal- 
sification, and his malignity of disposi- 
tion, have excluded him from engagements 
■with our press. He has been known to start 
rumors here which greatly disturbed the pub- 
lic mind, and with a fiendish ingenuity he 
would give them circulation through the city 
So that he might write or telegraph away that 
.this or that absurdity was "currently report- 
ed." In his fabricated version of the battle 
ho baa the impudence to say that official re- 
pents Horn Washington are in the main total- 
ly false, and that really the Army of the Cum- 
berland met with a defeat which must put 
it upon the defensive for some time to 
ccme. Now what were thrse official reports? 
The first received by the War Department and 
telegraphed from Washington was to the ef- 
fect that Ro6tcrnns made a reconnoissaace in 
force on Friday, the 18ib, which developed 
the enemy ucd brought on a partial engage- 
ment, in which he lost at the ouaet seven 
guns, and his advance was compelled to fall 
fcex-k. Puebitg forward reinforcements, he 
drove the eumy back, recovered the lost 
.ground, and captured thirteen cannon. Next 
we learned that, on Saturday, the 19th, a de- 
monstration was made by the rebels in 
«trocg force, which was repulsed by Tiiomas, 
with the advantage on the Federal side. 
'IShanks, the Herald's correspondent," says: 
"Thomas's corps was really the only one that 
<lid any fighting on the first day: it de- 
feated •Longstreet with horrible slaughter, 
driving him a mile across Chattanooga 
river." Here the "totally false" official 
agrees with Shanks. The official tells us that 
on Sunday the 20th, soon after the battle re- 
commenced, Thomas sent for support; the 
second line of reinforcements were sent to him, 
and tha whole of McCook's corps, and Wood 
and Van Cleve, of Crittenden's corps, were al- 
so sent to his aid; that Van Cleve gave way, 
but in tolerable order; that soon after the 
lines of Reynolds and Davis broke in disor- 
der, borne down by the enemy's columns; 
that tihese were the only divisions thrown into 
Tjinch disorder, but that those of Negley and 
Tan Cleve, though thrown into confusion 
goon rallied and held.their places. Davis and 
Sheridan later in the day joined Thomas, and 
subsequently Granger and Steadman also 
came to his support, and with these forces 
Thomas maintained the fight till after dark. 
Our troops were as immovable as the rocks 
they stood upon. The enemy repeatedly hurled 
against them the dense columns which had 
routed Davis and Sheridan in the morning, 
but every onset was repulsed, with dreadful 
slaughter. Falling first on one and then on 
another point of our lines, the rebels for 
hours vainly sought to break them. General 
Thomas seems to have inspired every soldier 
by his unconquerable Drmnes?, and General 
Granger, with his hat torn by bullets, rode 
like a lion wherever the combat was thickest. 
General Thomas on Sunday night retired to 
Rossville, and Rosecrans issued orders for all 
his troops to concentrate upon Chattanooga. 
Of this Sunday 's fight, "Shanks, the corre- 
fnendent of the Herald," says Thomas "saved 
the army of Rosecrans .*om anniLi'.i'.ioa; 
from 10 to 12 he fought the enemy and re- 
pulsed him in three charges; when, finding 
assault in vain, the enemy pushed forward on 
the right and centre. At the first charge they 
broke Crittenden's and McCook's lines and 
routed their commands, driving them in dis- 
graceful panic into RoBsville and Chattanooga. 
Thomas, wiih his corps, still contested the 
■day, and wr^; ecaUed by the timely reinforce- 
ment of Graager to hold his position until 
nightfall covered his retreat to Rossville." 

It is utterly impossible to detect the differ- 
ence between the "totally false" official re- 
ports and that of Shanks's as fir as they refer 
to the same subjects. Bat Shanks had to lie 
.and exercise his proverbial habit of detraction, 



and therefore he states thy, Crittenden's and 
McCock's commands were driven In disgrace- 
ful panic into Rossville and Chattanooga. 
The facts as regards Crittenden's command 
are that all his divisions but one were de- 
tached during the day to the relief of Thomas, 
in his lion-hearted stand, and as to events 
which transpired at Rossvill?, or in that di- 
rec'ion, Shanks could have known nothing, 
for he left the field at seven o'clock, as he 
says; t ut we venture to say his "field" was 
some safe place as far out of harm 3 way a3 
he could possibly get. The main purpose of 
Shanks seems to be to disparage Gen. Crit- 
lecden and his men by saying they were 
driven in every direction. Without knowing 
the fact, we feel perfectly convinced that Gen. 
C, who possesses a hereditary repugnance to 
the whole tribe of sneaking scribblers who 
prowl about camps to retail what they can 
pick up — the chiffonniers of the array — has 
in some manner exhibited his contempt for 
Shanks, whose character he must know, and 
ihe miserable spaniel has taken this method 
o gratify his impotent spite. The idea that 
Thcuias L. Crittenden's name should be 
associated with a disgraceful panic is utterly 
preposterous to those who know him. Panic 
and consequent disorganization might for a 
brief time cause his men to be broken and 
scattered, Lut the veriest cowards on earth 
could not resist the appeal of his flashing eye 
and the look of withering scorn be would be- 
stow on the craven fugitives. Others might 
fly, but he would remain, if needs be, alone, 
and die on the spot where duty called him and 
honor compelled him to make bis stand. 

"Shanks, the correspondent of ths Herald", 
winds up bis report by asserting that the re- 
sult of the Saturday and Sunday fights was 
virtually a defeat to us, as we lost tremen- 
dously in material, not less than fifty pieces 
of artillery falling into the hands of the ene- 
my. The Richmond Wbig acknowledges 
that Bingg's attack on Rosecrans was a fail- 
ure, but "Shanks, the correspoudent of the 
Htrald," says it was virtually a defeat for us; 
Bragg, in his official despatches, does not 
claim a victory, but ' Shanks, the correspond- 
ent of tho Herald," most generously concedes 
onetobim; Bragg, who, it is well known, 
never undervalues his victories, only claimed 
twenty pieces jtimUMSrjt but "^Banks, the 
correspondent' of the Herald,'' withaliberali'y 
which i, slid* the impulses of the spot in his 
anatomy where other people's hearts are loca- 
ted, u.;ists that betook fifty; and "Shanks, the 
correspondent of the Herald," having said 
fifty, will stick to fifty. In fact, he will stick 
to aavthing but tho truth. It is proper, per- 
haps, that we should apologize to our readers 
for having occupied their time in any extend- 
ed refutation of the falsehoods of this 
Shacks. Where he is known his malice is 
harmless, and where he is not known be tries 
to eke out a reputation by aunouncing himself 
as "Shanks, the correspondent of the Herald.' 
He has played himself out in the Departmentof 
the Cumberland, but he will soon turn up 
somewhere else. He alone of all the army 
correspondent*, from whom we have heard 
repoit?, has ascribed defeat, imbecility, or 
cowardice to our Generals, and in or- 
der to let his lies run a brief career 
unchecked, he has the brasen tffrontery 
to charge that all the official reports from 
Washington arc in the main totally false. 
Shanks is now probably preparing his 
grand tissue of falsehood for the Herald, if 
be has not already completed it. When it ap- 
pears it will contain more lies than Baron 
Munchausen's travels aud more effrontery 
that— well we acknowledge ourselves at a 
loss for a comparison, and therefore dismiss 
bim to the contempt, scorn, and indignation 
of all honorable men.

Year border States will gladly come into 
the Sou>hr.-n Confederacy within sixty days, ■ 
s> we will :>e your only friends. Eugland will ; 
recognize us, and a glorious future is before 
up. The grass will grow in the Northern cities 
where the pavements have been worn otf by 
ihe triad ot commerce. We will carry war 
where it is easy to advance — where food tor 
the sword aud torch await the armies in the 
densely populated cities; and though they 
(the enemy ) may come and spoil ourcrorn.wo 
can raise them as before, while they cannot 
icar the cities which toos years of industry 
and millions Qf money to build. 

Such was the infernal spirit in which th; 
rebel leaders inaugurated the war. They ex 
ptcttd hostilities to rage chiefly upon Federal 
toil, and their determination was to carry fire 
and sword wherever thoy should advance. If 
they could have made their way among the 
Federal cities at the beginning of the war, 
ihey would no doubt have given them utterly 
to the flames. When Geo. Lee succeeded at 
,'ast in forcing his way to Chsmbersburg, Vork, 
Carlisle, and two or three other towns of le«s 
note, New Orleans and a very Urge portion of 
the Southern country were in our pojsessi m> 
and the rebels dared not resort to the U39 of 
the torch, knowing what a terrible retributio.1

R.bel Pkrvidv.— About ten days ajfo the

Mark the treachery of the plan. The rebel 
leaders undoubtedly ordered the return t* 
duty of their twelve thousand men in the 
Southwest just in time to enable, them to aid 
in the general concentration for an attack on 
General Rosecrans. Unquestionably those 
forces were in the battle, and did much to in- 
fluence the fortunes of the day. On the other 
hand, such Union prisoners as have been given 
up were not given up at such time and place 
h8 to enable them to accomplish anything 
whatever. We suppose, that, after a Utile 
while, they will be mustered into the Army of 
the Potomac, and very likely this will be the 
!sst we shall hear of them. 

We don't know that we can blame our Gov- 
ernment for having been overreached in this 
miterable business. Rut there is no use or 
tense in relying upon rebel faith. 



The introductory chapter of Mr. Haw- 
thorne's new work, entitled "OcsOld Homr," 
treats of bis consular experiences in Liver- 
pool. The chapter is a very charming one. 
According to Mr. Hawthorne's description, 
consular life in England — especially that of 
the American representative at Liverpool — is 
a trying one. He tells us how he found 
himself officially quartered in a shabby and 
smoke-stained edifice, in which the consular 
apartments were approached through narrow 
and ill-lighted passage-ways, thronged with a 
tootley crowd of applicants for assistance. 
Nor was he permitted, uuless at his own 
personal expense, to remove to airier 
and loftier apartments, inasmuch as his 
government would make no other provision 
for him. "Besides," he quietly adds, 
making a pleasant allusion to our own 
ebivalric Crittenden, "a long line of distin- 
guished predecessors, of whom the latest is 
now a gallant general under the Union 
banner, bad found the locality good enough 
for them ; it might certainly be tolerated, 
therefore, by an individual so little ambitious 
of external magnificence as myself." It is 
quits unnecessary to say that the work is full 
of searching observation and of ripe and rare 
thought.

— At Wood's, last ni«ht. the tragedy 
of Macbeth was produced. Nothwithstanding its 
variety or incident and too grandeur of it s plot, this 
celebrated work does not offer any great scope of 
characters in which the dramath pertonfr can appear 
to anysdvanlagc. The Thane of Cawdor and his um- 
bitleus wifeovertower all the others in interest; Mac- 
duff, except in the sc.-ne where he laments the butch* 
•ry of his wife and children— "all my pretty chickens 
and their dam at one fell iwooa"— has hirtlly an 
effect ive line ; Ban 1110 is w ithout any individuality, 
and is of Interest only when his "brains are out," aud 
were it not for the grand ni.i ic by Locke, which in. 
vests the witch scenes with so much solemnity, Mac- 
beth would be a vtry dull play w hon its two princf p il 
characters are not on the stage, of 3Irs. Waller*, 
personation of Lady Macl»eth much may bo said in 
commendation; Bhe displays great judgment in 
gi\ Ing intellectuality to the part, where others 
make her merely a "strong - minded woman '' 
who plays the termagant with her husband, 
and, knowing his vsscillstiug disposition, urges him 
on to crime, while she herself sinks under the weight 
of guilt which she has heaped upon her c jnscionc. 
Her interviews with her husband before the murder 
of King Duncan are grandly conceived; she gives a 
foice to the celebrated line : 

Greater than both by the alt-hail ssrfllljssi . 
wbich ia truly Siddonian, and in Iho ban* net scene 
hi r manner of speaking in bland and conciliating 
tones to her gncsts, while her husband's distempered 
fancy is brooding over the ghost of the "blood-bolter- 
■ ed Bano.uo" and letting out dangerous sccrots, cannot 
be excelled. Mir. Waller Is also very effective in the 
somnambulistic scene. We should pronounce her 
Lady Macbeth perfect, were it not that at times she is 
too declamatory, and we notice with regret that this 
habit grows upon her. Still she is the best rop-eient- 
atlvo of the character In our country except Mrs. 
James W. Wnllat k, and Infinitely superior to Char- 
lotto Cusbnian, who very strangely mistakes fchak- 
ipeare'e conception of this most unnatural charaeter. 

The Mac be Co of Mr. Albaugh deserves praise, thonfb 
iehore mnny evidences of the nervousness which is 
always induced by the efforts of young actors to per- 
form parts which have beeu made prominent by old 
rnd veteran artists. Mr. A. was freefrom rant, and 
delivered his language naturally and forcibly; his 
whispered utterances in the murder sccno were very 
effective, and big full voice has much melody in it. 
With careful study, he will have a right to aspire to 
high professions* honors. Mr. Meeker as Macduff 
*ed TTImself very respectably, and Mr. Got'leu's 
3anquo was all that could be expected or wished. Mr. 
Smith, who peformed the Bleeding Captain, wanted 
confidence in himself ; he was perfect in the text aud 
•lei t lt d it fairly, but not with sufficient distinctness. 
Mr. Kadcliff, as the First Witch, looked weird and 
kept up, wil b excellent taste, the spirit of hiss one. 
1 n t he choruses, the flue voice of Bella Golden was con- 
spicuously heard, and all the music went off well. 

The 8ta of Ice, which was performed at the Louij- 
vllle, ia an excellent drama, the scenes of which are 
laid in t->th hemispheres, and its action is varied, 
from arctic icebergs to the plsf as of Mexico and the 
gay saloons of Paris. We did not see it last night, but 
the ports assumed by Mrs. and Mr. Conway are pecu- 
liarly adapted to their respective styles ; and, as it will 
be repeated this evening, we commend it to the atten- 
tion of the lovers of the picturesque. There is a Mex- 
ican scene in it, painted by Glossing, which is an 
artistic gem.

The Loiisville Legion. — We have re- 
ceived from Capt. Monicher, ot the Louisville 
Legion, some particulars of the casualties of 
that brave body of troops in the recent battle 
ol Chicamauga. To give some idea of the 
terribly sanguinary nature of the conflict, he 
Staffs that their Commissary drew, on the 
evening before the fi^ht, three hundred and 
tif-lity rations, and the evening afterwards 
one hundred and fifty-three, making an ag- 
gregate loss of two hundred and thirty-seven, 
neatly two-thirds of the Legion. All wit- 
nesses bear testimony to their valor. Bu'. the 
only evidence we need is their fearful list of 
Slain, wounded, and missing. The Legion 
-WB3 in command of Col. Berry, and in the 
brigsde commanded by Col. Baldwin, of the 
Sixth Indiana, who was kitled, and in the 
division of the brave General Johnson, and 
the corps of General McCook. After Colonel 
Baldwin was killed, Col. Berry assumed 
cocmand of the brigade, anil Major Thomp- 
son '.hen took command of the Legion, Lieuu- 
Col. Trainer being detailed on the staff of 
General Johnson. After Major Tho uasson's 
death, Which sad event we have chronicled, 
the command devolved upon Capt. Huston, 
— Lo wns then the senior officer. He, we be- 
lieve, escaped unhurt. A3 the killed and 
wounded were almost all left in the hands 
of the enemy, not much is known as to 
the fate of many of them. We give an incom- 
plete list of the names of those killed, wound- 
ed, and miesing:
